MISSION TO ADULT DEAF A.M> HUMH. 

Cork Ciiustllullnii. July S.',. 

Yesterday the annual gathering 
of the deaf and dumb took [ilace, 
when Divine service and Holy Com- 
munion was held in St. Mary Shan- 
don Church at 13 o'clock. Tlie 
congregation was fairly large, many 
coming in from thet'ounty and also 
from Limerick. The olliciating 
clergy were*— Rev. Thomas (Jallau- 
del, I). D., St. Ann's, New York; 
Rev. Canon 1). H. Powell, 1). D., 
rector; R(>v. (^. W. Hcjily, St. Fin 
Marre's Cathedral; and Rev. A. J. 
Urady, Christ Church. Mr. Fran- 
cis Maguire and Mr. J. W. McCor- 
mick, lay missionary in Cork, acted 
as interpreters. The sermon was 
preached by Ihe Rev. T. Oallaudel, 
who took for his te.xt St. Matthew 
\\y 23 — "Come unto Me all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 1 
will jjive you rest." He .said that 
kind invitation was given by our 
Lord and Saviour .Tcsus Christ j.is 
He went about doing good in His 
earthly mini.stry. Sometimes mem- 
bers of ilu< Church fidl away, and 
were burdencil with a deep sense of 
their sins. Let them kneel down 
with genuine repentance and ask 
tiod for pardon through the blood 
of Jesus Christ, and they would 
And rest and peace. Lei them go 
on to the Holy Communion .and 
they would gel fulncsh of joy. 
Sometimes members of the Chuich 
had special trials and sorrows. 
They were sick; they were poor; 
they were disappointed ; they were 
ini.sunderslood; they shed leafs of 
bitterness. I^et them kneel down 
;uid cast their bunlciis on the Lord 
and He woi them peace of 

mind, a brave .,,.,11, and a content- 
ed spirit. The deaf and dumb 
have had i»eculiar tri.ils to bear. 
They h.id indeod lalio\ired t.nd been 
heavy laden. Wh.il a s|)iritnal 
rest and refreshment iho.se had who 
were miraculously cured by our 
Lord and His apostles! After the 
days of luimcles had passed, the 
deaf and dumb luid to bear the bui*- 
dens of ignorance and tlarkness for 
centuries, They had no knowh'dge 
of true spiritual rest. P.-itieni, 
self-sacrillcing, skilful educalors of 
the deaf and dumb were raised up in 
the good provi«lence of God alnint 
UO years ago, and schools were 
founded indifferent counlrics. By 
their education the deal ami dumb 
wciH' led to .Icsus Christ, the com- 
passionate Saviour, and found in 
Him rest and i>eace for their wt>arv 
souls. He could not go aiuch into 
di'lail in that sermon. In (Jreat 
Hrllain and Ireland and America 
there were iiboul SO,(i(Hl deaf and 
dumb persons. MauT schools had 
been established for them. Some 
teachei-s' preferred the oral melluxl 
of instruction; some the manual; 
but au Increasing number weiv 
Hrmly convinced Ihat the combiiH;d 
system, using all methods, would 
do the giH^atcsl «ood lo ihe greatest 
number of those afflicted people. 
The education of Hie deaf jind 
dumb had ot>ened the way for spe- 
cial missionary work among them. 
In the larger cities, whither the 
deaf and dumb tend to*get work iind 
social life, many devoted men, some 
as clergynii'n and olheis as lay mis- 
sionaries, were labouring to show 
the deaf and dumb the divinely- 
appointed way to obtain spiritual 
wst. Women al.so wore doing a 
gooii work as pjirish visi^oi-s ami 
Hible eln.ss leaidiers. They were 
devoutl.N- thankful that a laige num- 
ber of deaf and dumb men and wo- 
men had become intelligent and 
loving communicant.s of the Chnix'h 
of Christ. That congregation 
gathered at St. Mary's ChurclK 
Shamlon, by invitation of its belov- 
ed r(>etor. Rev. *'anon I'owell, D. 
I)., was specially thankful for what 
had been accomplished in Cork and 
the South of Ireland under the 
direction of the Ixird Hishop of 
Cork and others inembers of the 
eominittee, by the lay-missionary, 
Mri Wni. J. Mc(\)rmick, who, in 
adilition lo e.xteimive visits in Ihe 
Held entrusted to him, held .services 
In the newly. filled up MLssiou-niom 
at Irt Marlboro' Stivet. In conclu- 
sion, he asked them all to remem- 
ber the deaf and dumb in their 
prayers, and believe that for Christ's 
.sake they would liud spiritual re.sl, 
and be borne by the angel^ lo Para- 
dise, and at "last receive tlu> eter- 
nal, perfect joy »)f Httaven.

Glasgow, July as, 1897. —The 
fi!*4t biennial cn^grence of the 
National Association -t»f. Teachers 
of t'le Deaf was opened in the hall 
of the Deaf and Dumb Institute, 
West Regent Street. 

Bailie Dick, who presided, wel- 
comed conference to Glasgow. He 
was pioud to say that in (Jlasgow a 
good cause wisely administered, 
while it might sulTer from want of 
men, it would never sutTer for want 
of the needed means to carry it 
through. (Applause.) The In- 
stitute in w'..ic:i they met was a 
good example. The Institute cost 
£1-2,000, and not only had that 
been aU paid, but ther;^ was a 
urphis. (Applau.se.) 

Major W. F. Allan, yn oehalt of 
the directors of the Institute, al.so 
c >r<lially wv'.omed the Conference. 
Referring t(i tiie display of work, 
h' could spoak to the skill of the 
deaf and dumb fu haiidiwork. 
Their a'.jility in that direction had 
'lelpiMl to clear the Institute of 
debt, (Ajiplause.) 

Dr. Elliott, chairman of the Con- 
ference, relumed thanks for hon- 
(Uir which the city and the direc- 
tion of the Institution had di ne the 
Confeie:ic^> in wele uning it to 
Glasgow. This was not the first 
Conference that they had held, but 
it wviS tie first that had been help 
under the an.spices of the new as- 
sociation which was started in 
London last year. Teachers of the 
deaf and duinti felt that they ought 
to t.ike it advantage of the educa- 
tional wave which had lately pass- 
ed over the laud, and the result 
was the 1\ Tiiiation of their as.socia- 
tion. All the teachers of the deaf 
had not yet joined the association, 
but they hop<>d ultimately to .see 
all the teachers of the deaf united 
under the new body. (Applaus»>.) 

Rev. Thom.is (Jallaudet, one of 
the American i-epresenlatives, and 
Mr. Fearon (Nova Scotia), aLso 
made a few remarks, 

Mr. St. .1. Ackers, referring to 
Ihe inslilulion at Langside, wiid 
that in building, in site, in sur- 
roundings, and in staff, hehadsi^en 
none superior to it. (Applau.si>.) 
They should try to get the Govern- 
ment to move in the matter of the 
leaching of the deaf and dumb. 
(.\pplause.) He thought that Ihe 
Department at Whitehall were be- 
coming nnire and more alive to the 
great debt which the Stjtte owe<I to 
the deaf for past neglect. (.\ii 
plause.) 

Mr. Town.send (Birmingham) 
said that it might be interesting to 
note in such an .i-ssembly Hiat the 
telephone was tin- outcome of ex- 
perimenta OH ilic di-ii (Ap 
plause.) 

Rev. Mr. Mann (a deaf-mute 
fiiun Ohio), delivered an address 
ill the sign language, which was in- 
terpreted by Dr. (Jallaudet. 

Dr. Addison, superinlendent of 
the Langside Institution, after- 
wartls gave a short addn-ss. 

Mr. James Howard (Donoaster) 
moved a vote of thanks to Bailie 
Dick for presiding, which was sec- 
onded by Mr. Van Praagt, London, 
and heartily accorded. 

Dr. Elliott, on the busine.ss be- 
ing resumed in the afternoon, gave 
an address, going into the det^iils 
of the moi^ement for the betlertHiu- 
cation of the deaf. One of the 
chief aims of their as.sociat ion was 
to give the neeess.-iry advantages 
for giving a sound elementary edu- 
wition for advancing the status and 
remuneration of the teachers, and 
for pushing forward tho.se who 
would profit by the si>eeial course 
of educjition. 

Mr. Barrett read a paper, deal- 
ing with the necessity of " a code 
for deaf schools," in the course of 
which he put forwanl a plea for the 
special teaching of the various 
standaixls. He urged a foundation 
in .simple words in Stamlard I., and 
a further advance between Sland- 
anls II. and III. The time of a<l- 
vance .should commence in the 
Thirtl Standanl. In Sttindanls VI. 
and VII., he thought the deaf and 
dumb childix'U should be treated 
the same way as onlinary pupils. 
When they got their deaf children 
to stay on at school after Standaitl 
VII., then it would be time to speak 
t)f secondary education for deaf 
pujiils.

REHK(.VA Z|l'l>01iAll STEVKN.SON. 

She was the widow of the late Wil- 
liam H. St(>veiison and dau^lil(>r of 
the late Colonel Robert Stewart, (jf 
SoiiitM-sel County, Maryland. 

She lirsl sm" ii'e liuht of day on 
January 1411 in the (\>unty 

and Suite n.iiiieii .■riove. Besides 
her, there W(>re two other deaf and 
dumb (diildren^iii the f.sniily, two 
brothers, both of whom are living. 
In lSli4, at, the. age of thirl^'en, 
sh(> w.is admitted 'to the Pennsyl- 
vania Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb as a pay pui)il. The Insti- 
tution was not yet lieiiig supported 
t>y the Mate then. Within three 
years thereafter her father died, 
!ind, nol haviiifi the means to con- 
tinue her stdiooling, it Wad to be 
di.s(!Oiitiniie(l, miudi to the family's 
regret. v ^ ' 

On January 5J3d, 1844, she was 
married to William H. St(»vensoii, 
by wlioni she had four children, 
Robert, Henry Stewart, (Tcor^i.in- 
iia, and Char'cs, of whom two sur- 
vive her. They are Mr. Ileiir.\ 
Stewart Stevenson, who, "in October 
next, will have served the Athe- 
nanim (a library for lawyers) as 
janitor for a full tiuarter of a cen 
tury, and the only d;uigliler, Oeor- 
gianna, who is now Mrs James T. 
Young. The lirst son, Robert, be- 
came deaf b_\' sickness; .Mr. Ht>iiry 
Stevenson is .semi-deaf and able lo 
talk. Miss (Jeorgianna is deaf, 
and the last child, Charles, who 
died young, is belii \-ed to h;i\e 
lieeii able to hear 

On July 1.5th, 1S7',I, herhnsband, 
William 11. Stevenson, died, since 
whi(di time she has been liviiifj 
with her .son, .Mr. HenryStcvensini, 
who has been most faithful to lier 
throughout her long illness. 

Her death at this tim»> was not 
eiilirel.^ uiiexpectnl, for she had 
been ailing for about a year and a 
hair, and during the pjist *<>w 
month?* had been confined to hei* 
bed. Her advanced age and the 
dread disease of dropsy combined lo 
make medieal science powerless to 
sav»^ her. Thus her sutT(>riiigs
